Prime interest rates continue to drop with some reports of 11 percent being 
the magic number.

He is presently 
enrolled in Computer Programmer 
training at John Patterson State 
lechnical College in Montgomery as 
the first student in a Special Data 
Processing project for blind 
students. He finished his first 
quarter in May within the top five of 
his class. His _ perserverance, 
patience. and hard work (along with 
the reinforcement from his wife. 
family. and staff involved with the 
program) is paving the road for 
countless blind and visually impaired 
students who will follow him in 
pursuit of computer programmer 
training. 

Committee members, John

R.C. NICHOLS 
ELBA CHURCH OF GOD 


Our lesson this week déals with 
Paul's first missionary journey. In 
this first journey, the apostle to the 
Gentiles was accompanied by 
Banabas and, for a brief time, John 
Mark. The story of this journey will 
be the subject of oc. lesson this week 
as well as next. 

SCRIPTURE: Acts 13:1-4 

Called by the Spirit 

: We shall see the activity of the 
Spirit continually this week. The 
Biblical story begins with the 
ministry of the Spirit in Verse 2 and 
concludes with the same in Verse 52. 


Leaders in the Church - Verse 1, 2 

Now there were in the church 
that was at Antioch certain prophets 
and teachers; as Barnabas, and 
Simeon that was called Niger, and 
Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen, 
which had been brought up with 
Herod the tetrarch, and Saul. As 
they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, 
Separate me Barnabas and Saul for 
the work whereunto I have called 
them. 

The word ‘‘church"’ (ekklesia: 
“the called out ones’’) appears 
twenty-one times in Acts. Only in I 
Corinthians does the word occur 
more often (twenty-two times). In 
this new community of God Luke 
listed five men who were prophets 
and teachers in the Antiochene 
Church. The prophets tended to be 
exhortatory in style and the teachers 
more instructive; thus the two 
groups worked together for the 
edification of the local church. 

Barnabas is mentioned in Acts 
4:36 as being from Cyprus and able 
to trace his Jewish lineage to the 
Levite tribe. His name was origin- 
inally Joses (Joseph) but he was 
given the name Barnabas, ‘‘son of 
consolation’, by the apostles. 

Simeon is called by his Latin 
nickname, Niger, which means 
black’. It has been suggested that 
he may be the same Simon of Cyrene 
(Mark 15:21) who carried the cross of 
our Lord 

Very little is known of the third 
man, Lucius, except that he was 
from Cyrene, making him of North 
African extraction, as was Simeon. 
He may have been one of early 
missionaries who came from Cyrene 
to witness in Antioch. There is an 
interesting text, which originated in 
the African church in the fourth 
century that equates Lucius with 
Luke the evangelist, and makes Titus 
(Galatians 2:1) the foster brother of 
Luke. However appealing this may 
be, there is little evidence to support 
the view. 

The name “Manaen"’ comes 
from the Hebrew word MENAHEM, 
which means ‘‘comforter’’. He is 
called one ‘‘which had been brought 
up with Herod the tetrarch.”” The 
Greek word used to describe his 
retationship to Herod was a title of 
honor given to certain young people 
who were the companions of the 
children of the royal family. 

Finally, Saul is mentioned. As in 
all previous references in Acts, the 
Hebrew form of his name is used. 
Not until Acts 13:13 does the Greek 
form of his name, Paul, begin to be 
used. 

Verse 2 begins with the powerful 
expression: ‘They ministered to the 
Lord’. This term comes from a 
Greek word that was used in the 
Septuagint (Greek translation of the 
Old Testament) to describe the role 
of the priests and Levites in the 
temple worship. The term was also 
used to describe the activity of 
prayer. Haenchen comments that 
the communal gathering to pray in 
this verse relates to the ‘‘circle of 
prophets and teachers . . . moved to 
a decision’’ (THE ACTS OF THE 
APOSTLES). 

The fast indicates their serious- 
ness of purpose and their willingness 
to hear what God had to say to them, 
Note this kind of ‘‘ministering to the 
Lord” is both active and passive. It is 
active in that one commits himself 
totally to Him. It is passive in that 
one is Spiritually available to listen

to Him and obey. 

Verse 2 give us the response of 
the Holy Ghost to their worship: He 
spoke and He called. Luke wants us 
to understand that the mission to the 
Jews and Gentiles is completely the 
initiative of God Himself speaking 
through His Spirit. This is not the 
work of man; this is the work of the 
Spirit. 

The word SEPARATE is a plural 
imperative meaning that the circle of 
prophets and teachers was to be 
involved in the call of Barnabas and 
Saul for the mission. The call came 
from the Spirit: the act was their sign 
of obedience. The tense of the 
imperative indicates the act of 
separating Saul and Barnabas was 
irrevocable. It meant that these two 
men would be missionaries for the 
Antioch Church, but did not 
necessarily imply they would always 
work together in the mission. 

It is interesting that SEPARATE 
is the verbal form of the noun 
**Pharisee’’. Saul had been a Jewish 
Pharisee. But he says in Romans 1:1 
that he ‘‘separated unto the Gospel 
of God"’. Thus the Spirit worked to 
make Saul, the Pharisee of the Jews, 
into Saul, the Pharisee of Jesus! 

The last part of Verse 2, ‘‘I have 
called them”’. is in the perfect tense, 
indicating the Lord had- already 
decided who was to do this work and 
was only now, in His time, informing 
them of the work. Thus, one gets a 
strong impression of the full plan of 
salvation. which was expressed 
through the life of the Antiochene 
community. This was the will of God 
as He had ordained it. 


Response to the Spirit [VV 3, 4] 

And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on 
them, they sent them away. So they, 
being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
departed unto Seleucia; and from 
thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

Again in Verse 3 we see the men 
responding to the call of the Spirit by 
fasting and prayer. In this verse 
Luke uses a verb for prayer which 
indicates a prostrating of oneself 
before the Lord. Thus, their 
ministering became humble recog- 
nition that He had spoken, and they 
bowed in submission to His will. 

We have no idea how long they 
fasted and prayed. These actions did 
not indigate a lack of faith in the 
word they had received, but indi- 
cated the reality of hearing God’s 
confirmation to a message with 
far-reaching implications. In all 
probability, the words of the Spirit in 
Verse 2 came through one of the 
prophets mentioned in Verse 1. That 
no name is mentioned shows, even 
though a human agency is used, it is 
still the voice of the Spirit which 
gives the call. Yet man must seek 
the full confirmation of his call. The 
Spirit worked in the apostles’ lives 
during these moments of fasting and 
prayer and led them to agree in their 
hearts on the reality of the message. 

By laying their hands on the two, 
the apostles carried out the 
imperative to separate Saul and 
Barnabas for the work. They 
received their commission through 
the church as the church acted 
through the Spirit. 

The word translated ‘‘sent them 
away’ is not apostello, ‘being 
commissioned with a message”’ 
(thus our word apostle); rather, itis a 
word which conveys the sense of 
being ‘‘let go’ into the world. Yes, 
the missionaries have a mission and 
a message; but they were called to 
live by faith in a world which would 
not always receive the message they 
carried. Yet how beautiful the 
message in Verse 52: men thrown 
into the world are able to have joy in 
the Holy Ghost! 

Verse 4 gives precise information 
about their journey. They went to 
the seaport town of Seleucia, about 
sixteen miles from Antioch, from 
where they sailed to Cyprus, the 
home of Barnabas. But again, Luke 
emphasizes that #t was the Holy 
Ghost who sent them out. 

I will continue this same thought 
next week,

DEER SEASON

Have you killed a deer yet? Have you seen 8 deer? These are just a few! 
questions most guys at Zion Chapel have been asking each other recently. 

Many hunters have been skunked so far primarily due to the dry weather. 
There have been a few bucks killed in the area surrounding Zion Chapel. There 
are approximately twenty-five loyal deer hunters at Zion Chapel. As the 
weather comes to fit the season, deer hunters will have better luck. 

Deer season for Coffee County extends from November 16 to January 14 
provided that you stalk hunt or hunt with dogs. January 15 thru January 31 
you can only stalk hunt. During these dates previously mentioned, you can 
only kifl bucks legally. The bucks must have bare antlers visible above 
natural hairline. During Hunter's Choice gun season one unantlered deer 
may be taken per day in addition to one antlered buck per day. This season 
for Coffee County stretches from December 22, 1984, to January 5, 1985. 

During the Hunter's Choice gun season all deer hunters are required to 
wear a vest with a minimum of 144 square inches of Hunter Orange or either 
a full size Hunter Orange hat or cap during and in areas of Hunter's Choice 
Gun Deer Season except while hunting on stands elevated twelve feet or 
-more above the ground. The Hunter Orange must be of solid color and 


visible from any angle.

Paragraphs, Essays, Term Papers....

‘*How. to Drive a Race Car,” 
“Love,” *“How to Redecorate a 
Room,”’ and ‘‘Friendship”’ are just a 
few of the themes chosen as topics 
for essays by Mrs. Herbert's 
eleventh and twelfth grade English 
classes, as well as the tenth-grade 
class, will have other writing 
experiences throughout the year. 

During the first nine weeks the 
English students were introduced to 
writing. The assisgnments for the 
tenth grade concentrated on 
expository paragraphs. The students 
first studied unity in a paragrash, 
then coherence, and finally 
structure, content and grammar. The 
eleventh grade students were each 
assigned six expository, five descrip- 
tive, five narrative and three 
persuasive paragraphs.

early part of hunting season 


Alabama's hunting accidents as 
of November 28, 1984, showed an 
increase in fatalities and a downward 
trend, in nonfatal accidents, 
compared to the statistics covering a 
similar period a year ago. 

There were 15 hunting accidents 
with four fatalities, as of November 
28. During the similar period a year 
ago, there were 18 hunting accidents 
with two fatalities. 

Game and Fish Director Charles 
D. Kelley of the 
Conservation and Natural Resources 
voiced concern for the increase in 
fatalities, but expressed guarded 
optimism that the favorable decline 
in nonfatal hunting accidents would 
continue through the 1984-85 
hunting season 

Kelley expressed hope that the 
Game and Fish Division's Hunter 
Education and the Department's 
Information Programs have contri- 
buted to the favorable trend.

However, he emphasized that people 
bearing arms are still the determin- 
ing factor, He urged them to exercise 
proper care, throught and judgment, 

Kelley stressed positive target 
identity before firing and knowing 
what lies in the line-of-fire in front 
and beyond the target, treating 
every firearm as though it were 
loaded, staying out of the swing of 
fire of hunters, and controlling the 
muzzle to avoid any unwarranted 
threat. Most hunting accidents 
involve either relatives or a close 
friend; therefore, the wearing of a 
florescent orange vest and cap when 
hunting, even with a small party, 
could help prevent the Mistaken For 
Game Accident. He emphasized that 
all firearms should be unloaded 
before climbing trees or fences, 
crossing ditches or streams, while 
taking breaks or when the hunt has 
been completed and before entering 
vehicles or buildings.

Water & Electric Board Again Postpones 


Action On Extension Of Electric Contract 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday evening and 
heard Clyde Tew, of Water Treat- 
ment and Controls Company, report 
that the Elba water system should be 
back to standards and ready for 
another state inspection by the 
weekend. The work remaining to be 
done is repairing of some pumps 
used for chemical additives to the 
water. 

However, the subject on which 
the most time was spent, and 
possibly the most profound, with the 
longest-lasting effect, was a con- 
tinuing discussion over a requested 
twenty-year extensior on the 
Alabama Electric Co-op wholesale 
electric rate. The present contract 
lasts until 2005S and the co-op is 
asking a’! member utilities to sign an 
extension, lasting until 2025. 

Mayor Bob English addressed 
the board and urged them to study 
the proposal before signing it, and 
offered figures from the City of Troy 
indicating Elba could save money by 
buying from Alabama Power 
Company rather than Alabama 
Electric. English presented figures 
comparing the present rate Elba is 
paying to the rate Troy is paying .nd 
indicated that IF Elba had purchased 
at the same rate as Troy did in 
November, 1984, the savings would 
have been $41,312.08 for that month 
alone. 

The figures are based on the fact 
that Troy receives an electrical 
allocation from Southeast Power 


Administration (SEPA). This is 
federally generated electricity at 
hydro dams in the southeast. English 
noted that this electric power 
allocated to Elba is presently going 
to Alabama Electric and is pooled 
with the allocation of other users. 

English stated that if Elba could 
get this allocation furnished directly 
to the city as Troy does, this would 
make it economically practical to 
actually break away from the co-op 
and buy electricity from the lowest 
bid. He estimated the SEPA power 
would supply 17-20 percent of the 
power needs of the city. 

Elba is an owner/member of 
AEC as was Troy until they withdrew 
in 1975. Both the mayor and city 
clerk D.M. English quoted Troy 
officials as saying they had no desire 
to return to the co-op as a member. 

Board member Jack Prescott, 
who is also one of Elba’s representa- 
tives on the AEC board of trustees, 
stated he is in favor of staying in the 
co-op and also signing the contract 
extension. He quoted AEC officials 
as announcing that Troy did in fact 
want to return as a member. Prescott 
acknowledged that at present the 
Alabama Power Company rate was 
lower than that of the co-op, but 
mentioned the pending purchase of a 
portion of the nuclear power plant 
near Dothan as something that will 
bring down the average cost of 
electricity. He also noted that there 
have been several cases of Elba 
getting sizeable cash dividends from

Commission Votes To Purchase Courthouse Annex In Enterprise 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in“regular session on Monday, 
December 10, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to purchase a 
building near the courthouse for use 
as a courthouse annex, 

The building is presently 
occupied by Rudd Furniture 
Company and is located at the corner 
of N. Edwards and E. Lee Streets. 

Commissioner Charlie Mack 
Martin told the commission there 
was a need to purchase additional 
property around the Enterprise 
courthouse to allow for expansion, 
and made a motion to purchase the 
Rudd Furniture building, owned by 
the Crumpler family, and the lot 
behind it for $250,000. 


Martin ‘explained the cost was 
only slightly higher than the cost of 
renovating the existing structure, 
while the new building would offer 
far more office space. 

Commissioner Martin stated, 
‘Financially, the county is sound, 
and will be sound when the lame 
duck commissioners go off the 
board. This will not put the county in 
a financial bind," 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
disagreed and declared, *‘There is 
no way we can do it with our 
budget.”’ 

Commissioner Rex Boutwell 
seconded the motion, and after a 
lengthy discussion, the vote was 
taken, with Martin and Boutwell 


voting for the motion, Eagerton and 
Bradley voting ‘‘no’’ and Grant 
abstaining from voting. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
broke the tie by voting for- the 
motion, and said, ‘I’m sure I'll be 
criticized, but I think it’s in the best 
interest of Coffee County that we 
purchase the building.” 

The bi-monthly meeting began at 
9 a.m., and after the routine 
adopting of the minutes, the first 
order of actual business was to open 
bids. 

The only bid on paving 10.6 miles 
of roads came from. Wiregrass 
Construction Company and totaled 
$134,784, The paving will take place 
on the Ted Rugg Road, Holloway

However, the two return- 
ing commissioners didn’t vote 
against the plans, and the total 
amount of money borrowed was less 
than $375,000. At the end of the fisal 
year in September the county had 
over $750,000 surplus in various 
funds that were available for use. | 
love Coffee County and would never 
do anything to hurt it!"’ 

Commissioner Eagerton said, ‘‘] 
made the statement that the bids out 
would total over $900,000.

the co-op. When English stated they 
could find only one $35,000 rebate on 
record, Prescott explained that 
several had been automatically 
deducted from the bill and had not 
been in the form of checks. 

Board member Mickey Murdock, 
a CPA, questioned several items in 
the co-op's financial statement, 
notably that it had a negative capital 
position and had lost money in three 
of the last five years. While 
discussing the financial report, 
Murdock noted that he was familiar 
with companies who operate for 
profit, and it was possible that 
non-profit utilities use some 
different accounting methods. He 
said he would like to be better 
informed before voting on the 
matter. 

Prescott noted that board 
member Cleo Hawkins was absent 
and made a motion that no action be 
taken until the full board was 
present. This passed unanimously. 
Prescott reminded board members 
the matter had been tabled last 
month because a member was 
absent, and even though he knew 
Hawkins’ feelings on the matter, he 
felt there should be a full board 
present when a decision was made. 

Chairman Oscar Vaughan 
suggested he and Murdock get 
together and contact AEC, because 


he wanted the answers to some of 
the same questions Murdock had 
presented He urged all board 
members to try to be better informed 
so their decisions would be what was 
best for the people of Elba. 

A check with Jerry Andrews, 
representing AEC, on Wednesday 
morning, revealed the co-op is 
scheduling a meeting with the Elba 
utility board as early next week as 
possible to clear up questions. 

Andrews also pointed out that 
Troy owns and operates their own 
115-KV substation and there can be 
extensive cost to the city if lightning 
knocks out one of the large trans- 
formers. He noted that when a 
transmission transformer goes out 
with a co-op member, AEC bears the 
cost and furnishes the equipment 
and manpower to replace or repair 
this equipment. This, he says, then 
becomes part of AEC operating 
expense and is spread around over 
the whole system. 


He noted also that a somewhat 
lower rate is available when using 
the 115-KV substation, as compared 
with the 46-KV stations used by 
Elba. He explained that Elba was 
ideally served by the two 46-KV 
stations due to the unique power 
demand of the citizens and 
businesses. 


City To Install Fire Plug At Kleinerts 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board issued a contract to Water 
Treatment and Controls of Dothan, 
to install an additional fireplug near 
Kleinert’s and a check valve in a 
six-inch supply line at a pumping 
station. This will have a favorable 
impact on insurance rates for both 
Kleinert’s and Hickman Moving and 
Storage. 

Clyde Tew of the firm explained 
that at present, if both the electric 
and gasoline water pumps fail at the 
pumping station, fire truck pumpers 
couldn't supply enough water unless 
a manual bypass valve was turned, 
Now with the check valve installed, 
the bypass can remain permanently 
opened and the water flow controlled 
with the check valve. 

Tew also said the Alabama 
Department of Energy Management 
would be contacted by the end of the 
week to check the quality of the 
water supply in Elba. 


Mrs. Gladys Yelverton made a 
motion to approve grants of utility 
board money to the city. This is a 
bookkeeping entry required by 
auditors and will cover cash given to 
the city, the schools, and to cover 
cost of electricity used by the city. 

Board chairman Oscar Vaughan 
reviewed the financial condition of 
the electric and water systems. He 
noted that the electric department 
earned a fair profit, the .city water 
system earned only $957.60 and the 
rural water lost $982.88. The total 
system billed $222,387.32 for 
utilities during the past month. 

Board members reviewed a list of 
late utility customers and were told a 
$5.00 late charge was being applied 
to all bills that were late - with no 
exceptions. 

The large number of inoperable 
water meters in town should begin 
coming down as a purchase of 200 
new meters begins arriving. 


Kelley Appeals To Elba City Council 


For Relief With Water Problems 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday evening with all members 
present. Following the police report 
of routine activity, Chief White 
informed the council that the city 
spent approximately $700 during the 
recent undercover drug operation 
recently completed in town, Mayor 
Bob English explained that it was 
obvious such matters couldn't be 
brought up in open council meetings 
for approval prior to the operation 
and therefore it was customary for 
the mayor to approve it and report 
the results to the council later. 

Mr. Aaron Kelley was again 
before the council asking for relief 
from water flooding his workshop. 
He noted there was no problem until 
the last airport extension that cut off 
a natural drain, causing water to 
back up into his workshop. He urged 
the cutting of a ditch around the end 
of the runway to drain off the water. 

Mayor Bob English pointed out 
they were working on the problem, 
but it would probably take a ditch 25 
feet deep to drain the area and it 
would be across privately owned 
property, Both English and Kelley 
agreed to work on the problem and 
seek another solution 

Postmaster Bill Bullard appeared 
before the council concerning recent 
change of direction of the one-way
